Extravagant Estimates of the State 
Centennial Commission, 


Governor Nash Was Not Opposed to 


the Exposition, 


But Guarded the Interests of the Tax­ 


payers of the State. 


Statement Showing What the People 


of Each County Would Have Paid * 


In Taxes Had the Million- 


Dollar Plan Carried. 


Colonel Kilbourne, the Democratic 
candidate for governor, seeks, through 
private 
electioneering 
solicitations 
carried on by both himself and his 
friends, to make campaign capital out 
of the fact that the project for a cen­ 
tennial exposition at Toledo in 1903 
failed to be consummated. 
He and his friends have in the same 
manner criticised the position of Gov­ 
ernor Nash in regard to the Toledo 
centennial, and 
have undertaken to 
prejudice the governor by reason of 
such attitude, in various localities of 
the state. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Democratic platform is absolutely sil­ 
ent in regard to the position of Gov­ 
ernor Nash on this subject, and also 
the further fact that not a single offi­ 
cial Democratic utterance, either of its 
leaders, or of its press, throughout 
Ohio, has been publicly made in crit­ 
icism of Governor Nash's position, it 
Ie deemed proper to place before the 
voters of Ohio a full and correct state­ 
ment of the entire proceedings in con­ 
nection with the Ohio centennial, all 
of which will 
justify the statement 
that the position of the governor was 
courageous, wise and statesmanlike. ( 
Governor Nash and the Republican 
party of Ohio, challenge Democratic 
criticism of his record in this regard. 
They are willing to go before the tax­ 
payers of Ohio in this matter, and to 
that end the statement herein is sub­ 
mitted to the public. 
The idea 
of 
celebrating the one 
hundredth year of Ohio's statehood 
first took shape in 1896, when the gen­ 
eral assembly on Feb. 19, of that year, 
adopted a resolution providing for the 
appointment of a commission of seven 
persons by the governor "whose duty 
ii shall be to formulate plans, and de­ 
vise ways and means for the due ob­ 
servance of the centennial of Ohio in 
the year 1903, and report the same to 
the next general assembly in writing.” 
(See Ohio Laws, Vol. 92, pp. 774-775.) 
This co'mmission made its report to 
the general assembly on Feb. 24, 1898, 
ami suggested as a proper memorial ot 
the centennial of our statehood, the 
erection of a state building near the 
capitol. 
(8ee 
report of 
centennial 
commission. House Journal, appendix, 
63rd general assembly, pp. 129-130.) 
This report was filed, hut not acted 
upon. Afterward, on the 21st of April, 
1898, the general assembly passed a 
joint resolution “to 
provide 
for 
a 
grand exposition for the purpose of 
fittingly celebrating the one hundredth 
anniversary of the admittance of Ohio 
into the Union as one of the states,” 
and in this resolution it was provided 
that the general 
assembly meet in 
joint session in the hall of the house | 
of representatives on April 20, 1898, I 
and then and there determine at what I 
place said exposition should be held. | 
{fee Ohio law s, Vol. 93, pp. 736 737.) 
/ o n the date mentioned the general I 
assembly met in joint session at the 
place mentioned, and heard the various J 
arguments of the different cities that 
desired the location of the exposition. I 
Tile city of 
Toledo made the most 
strenuous effort to secure the location , 
Its representatives authoritatively stat- , 
ing to the general assembly that no - 
appropriation would be asked for from 
the State of Ohio, and that they would , 
cheerfully 
and generously bear the 
necessary expenses to make it a com- j 
pieta success. On a vote for the choice 
of a site at which to hold the cen­ 
tennial 
celebration, Toledo 
received 
64 votes, Cleveland received nine votes i 
and Columbus received 
eight votes. 
The remainder of five votes were given, 
one each, to other cities. 
Thereupon, 
by joint resolution, It was determined 
that the city of Toledo be selected as 
the plate for holding the Centennial 
exposition. 
Afterward, on April 26, 1898, an act 
was passed providing for the appoint­ 
ment of a centennial commission, and 
payment of the expenses thereof. (See 
Ohio Laws, Vol. 93, pp. 369-370.) This 
act authorized the governor of the 
state of Ohio to appoint a commission 
of 21 members, one from each con­ 
gressional district of the alate. 
The 
object of this commission was to ex­ 
amine and acquaint

grounds on which the exposition was 
to be held and secure all necessary in­ 
formation in order to report to the 
genera] assembly what, In their Judg­

video that nothing in this act shall be 
construed as obligating the state for 
any appropriation for such centennial 
exposition, or in any way expressing 
tho sense of this general assembly that 
an appropriation further than the one

should 
be 
made.” 
I See Ohio Laws, Vol. 93, p. 370.) 
Up to this date then it was never 
contemplated by the general assem­ 
bly. or any of the officers of the state, 
that there was any obligation of any 
sort on the part of the state of Ohio 
to contribute 
by 
appropriation, or 
1 other wise, 
to 
the preparation, con­ 
struction and maintenance of this ex­ 
position. 
It was located at Toledo 
largely upon the assurance* of her 
representative citizens that no appro­ 
priation would be asked, and this pro­ 
vision in the act creating the commis­ 
sion was entirely satisfactory to them. 
Pursuant to the act of April 26. 1898. 
Governor B u s h n e l l appointed a com­ 
mission of 21. which at its first meet­ 
ing 
organized 
by 
electing 
Colonel 
James Kilbourne, tile present Demo­ 
cratic candidate for governor, as its 
chairman. 
This commission after being in ex­ 
istence two years filed its report, as 
provide! by iaw, with the general as­ 
sembly. which met on the first Mon­ 
day of January. 1900, The influence of 
Colonel 
Kilbourne 
dominated 
this 
commission, and having signed the re­ 
port as president, he is assuming, and 
indeed has assumed frequently since, 
the entire spirit and projert therein 
outlined. 
The report itself provided 
for an expenditure of money grossly 
extravagant and unwarranted by the 
financial condition of the state of Ohio. 


specific sums named necessary to con 
struct the buildings, seem to have this 
in mind, for they close their report 
with the following language: 
“It is the opinion of your commit­ 
tee that this commission will need in 
funds to erect suitably, and maintain

If they needed $800,000

For the purpose of carrying out the 
plan of the exposition as outlined by 
Colonel Kilbourne^ commission, and 
in order to authorize this private cor­ 
poration above referred to, to conduct 
the exposition and exercise other pow­ 
er?. House Bill number 385, by Mr, 
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In the report of 
the commission. Griffin, "providing for making an ex- 
signed and recommended by Colonel 
Kilbourne, it was estimated that 
it 
would "require an appropriation of one 
billion ($1,000,000) dollars to covet* the 
cost of procuring, preparing, trans­ 
porting aud oaring for the exhibits to 
be furnished 
by 
the state, and the 
erection of ail the necessary buildings 
that should be built 
by the state.” 
(See report of Ohio Centennial com­ 
mission, 1900, page 16.) 
The report 
further recite*: 
“We 
submit herewith, aud make a part of 
this report, the reports of the indi­ 
vidual committees of the Ohio Centen­ 
nial commission.”

In order that the taxpayers of the 
state may have definite and specific in­ 
formation as to the extravagant scale 
to which Colonel Kilbourne'!* commis­ 
sion proposed to commit the state oi 
Ohio, aud whit ii has bren approved 
and endorsed by him, (he following 
items from the report of the commit­ 
tee on buildings 
are given:

That the Ohio Centennial 
company, for the purpose of conduct­ 
ing said exposition, shall exercise and 
maintain full police power and regula­ 
tions looking to the maintaining of 
peace and good order, and the preser­ 
vation of the exhibits of this and other 
states and countries, and shall also 
have the right to assign space on .said 
exposition ground. 
Second: 
Said company was to have 
had the right to grant concession* and 
privileges, and charge for the same 
and provide for the exhibition of all 
exhibits of every kind aud character, 
except those provided by the state of 
Ohio. 
Third: 
This company was author­ 
ized to collect and receive all the gate 
receipts aud other sources of Income, 
and receive a1) the profits which should 
arise from the holding of the exposi­ 
tion. 
Fourth: 
The centennial commission 
was authorized to expend at once not 
to exceed one million dollars for the 
purpose of making Ute exhibit for the 
state of Ohio. To se c u re this amount, 
$5(0,000 was to be appropriated Im­ 
mediately out of the state treasury 
and $500,000 in bonds, at not exc eeding 
four (41 per cent., were to be issued, 
the proceeds of which, also to be im­ 
mediately available. 
This, then, was the financial pha •* 
of 
the Ohio Centennial exposition 
which Governor Nash resisted. 
The 
Kilbourne commission, by the I ill pro­ 
posed, wanted a 
million 
dollars al 
once. 
According to the statement of 
their report this was not sufficient by 
half as much again to carry out the 
exposition as projected by it. 
The 
appropriation of a million dollars was 
but an entering wedge for the appro­ 
priation of a million more before the 
exposition was c o m m e n ce d . 
Thin de­ 
mand by the friends of the centennial 
for one million dollars was in direct 
conflict with the recommendation of 
Governor Bushnell in his last message 
to the general assembly on Jan. I. 
1900. wherein he said: 
“I would re­ 
commend to 
the 
general 
assembly 
that at its session there be appropri­ 
ated the sum of $500,000. to be ex­ 
pended upon a state exhibit, and in 
such other ways as meet your views. "* 
(Governor Bushnell'* message. Jan. I, 
1900, pp. 26-27.) Governor Nash agreed 
with Governor Bushnell, and in bis 
Inaugural address on Jan 8, 1900, he 
said: 
“It has been provided that an 
Ohio Centennial shall be held at To­ 
ledo in the near future. 
It is my de­ 
sire that this celebration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the admis­ 
sion of Ohio into the Union shall be 
made as successful aa possible, and I 
join with Governor Bushnell in ask­ 
ing this general assembly to appro­ 
priate the sum of $500,000, to be ex­ 
pended in such manner aa may be pre. 
scribed by you. This aum is as much 
as the state ought to expend in this 
direction.”

Complete History of the Project 


Fro m Its Inception. 


Extravagant Estimates of the State 
Centennial Commission, 


Governor Nash Was Not Opposed to 


the Exposition, 


But Guarded the Interests of the Tax­ 
payers of the State. 


•taUm ent Showing What the People 
of Each County Would Have Paid - 
In Taxes Had the Million- 
Dollar Plan Carried. 


Colonel Kilbourne, the Democratic 
candidate for governor, seeks, through 
private 
electioneering 
solicitations 
carried on by both himself and his 
friends, to make campaign capital out 
of the fac t that the project for a cen­ 
tennial exposition at Toledo in 1903 
failed to be consummated. 
He and his friends have in the same 
m anner criticised tile position of Gov­ 
ernor Nash in regard to the Toledo 
centennial, and 
have undertaken to 
prejudice the governor by reason of 
such attitude, in various localities of 
the state. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Democratic platform is absolutely sil­ 
ent In regard to the position of Gov- 


to Hay their e x p e n d . Th* l i g a t u r e 
In said act specifically said; 
"Pro­ 
vided that nothing in this act shall be 
construed as obligating the arati* for

it was located at Toledo 
largely upon the assurances of her 
representative citizens that no appro­ 
priation would be asked, and this pro­ 
vision in the act creating the commis­ 
sion was entirely ^atistai tory to them. 
Pursuant to the act of April 26. 1898, 
Governor Bushnell appointed a com­ 
mission of 21. which at its first meet­ 
ing 
organized 
by electing 
Colonel 
Jam es Kilbourne, tile present Demo­ 
cratic candidate for governor, as its 
chairman. 
This commission after being in ex­ 
istence two years filed its report, as 
provided by law. with the general as­ 
sembly. which met on the first Mon­ 
day of January. 1900. The influence of 
; Colonel 
Kilbourne 
dominated 
this 
commission, aud having signed the re­ 
port as president, he is assuming, and 
indeed has assumed frequently since, 
the entire spirit ami project therein 
outlined. 
The report itself provided 
j for an expenditure of money grossly 
' extravagant and unwarranted by the 
financial condition of the state of Ohio. 
In the report of 
signed and recommended by Colonel 
Kilbourne, it was estimated that it 
would “require an appropriation of one 
million (fl,000,000) dollars to covef the 
cost of procuring, preparing, trans-

the state, and the 
the further fact that not a single offi­ 
cial Democratic utterance, either of its 
leaders, or of its press, throughout 
Ohio, baa been publicly made in crit­ 
icism of Governor Nash’s position, it 
ie deemed proper to place before the 
voters of Ohio a full and correct state­ 
ment of the entire proceedings in con­ 
nection with the Ohio centennial, ail 
of which will 
justify the statement 
th a t the position of the governor was 
courageous, wise and statesmanlike. t 
Governor Nash and the Republican 
party of Ohio, challenge Democratic 
criticism of his record in this regard. 
They are willing to go before the tax­ 
payers of Ohio in this matter, and to 
that end the statem ent herein is sub­ 
mitted to the public. 
The idea 
of 
celebrating the one 
hundredth year of Ohio’s statehood 
first took shape in 1896. when the gen­ 
eral assembly on Feb. 19, of that year, 
adopted a resolution providing for the 
appointm ent of a commission of seven 
persons by the governor “whose duty 
it shall be to formulate plans, and de­ 


erection of all the necessary buildings 
that should be built 
by the state.” 
(See report of Ohio Centennial com­ 
mission. 1900, page 16.) 
The report 
further recites: 
"We 
subm it herewith, aud make a part of 
this report, the reports of the indi­ 
vidual committees of the Ohio Centen­ 
nial commission.” 
(See same report, 
p. 16.) 
Among these reports is that of 
the committee on buildings. 
The re­ 
port of this committee recommended 
as an expenditure FOR BUILDINGS 
ALONE, one million three 
hundred 
and sixteen 
thousand five hundred 
($1,316,500.00) dollars. 
In order that the taxpayers of the 
state may have definite and specific in­ 
formation as to the extravagant scale 
to which Colonel Kilbourne's commis­ 
sion proposed to commit the state ot 
Ohio, and which has been approved 
and endorsed by him. the following 
Items from the report of the commit­ 
tee on buildings 
are given: 
They 
recommend first that a grand feature 
be made of the adm inistration buiid- 
vise ways and means for the due ob- , jngf an(j gay—-This building should 
eervance of the centennial of Ohio In 
the year 1903, and report the same to 
the next general assembly in writing.” 
(See Ohio Laws. Vol. 92, pp. 774-775.) 
This commission made its report to 
the general assembly on Feb. 24. 1898, 
atm suggested as a proper memorial of 
the centennial of our statehood, the 
erection of a state building near the 
capitol. 
(See report of 
centennial 
commission, House Journal, appendix, 
63rd general assembly, pp. 129-130.) 
This report was filed, but not acted 
upon. Afterward, on the 21st of April. 
1898, the general assembly passed a 
joint resolution “to provide 
for 
a 
grand exposition for the purpose of 
fittingly celebrating the one hundredth 
anniversary of the adm ittance of Ohio 
into the Union as one of the states,” 
and in this resolution it was provided 
th at the general 
assembly meet in 
joint session in the hall of the house 
of representatives on April 20, 1898. 
and then and there determine at what 
place said exposition should be held. 
iWf? Ohio Laws, Vol. 93, pp. 736-737.) 
y o n the date mentioned the general 
assembly m et in joint session at the 
place mentioned, and heard the various 
arguments of the different cities that 
desired the location of the exposition. 
Tlie city of 
Toledo made the most 
at Tenuous effort to secure the location 
its representatives authoritatively stat­ 
ing to the general assembly that no 
appropriation would be asked for from 
the State of Ohio, and that they would 
cheerfully 
and generously bear the 
necessary expenses to make it a com­ 
plete success. On a vote for the choice 
of a site at which to hold the cen­ 
tennial 
celebration, Toledo received 
64 votes, Cleveland received nine votes 
and Columbus received 
eight votes. 
The remainder of five votes were given, 
one each, to other cities. 
Thereupon. 
by joint resolution, it was determined 
that the city of Toledo be selected as 
the place for holding the Centennial I 
exposition. 
Afterward, on April 26. 1898, an act 
was passed providing for the appoint­ 
ment of a centennial commission, and 
payment of the expenses thereof. (See 
Ohio Laws, Vol. 93, pp. 369-370.) This 
act authorized the governor of the 
state of Ohio to appoint a commission 
of 21 members, one from each con­ 
gressional district of the state. 
The 
object of this commission wss to ex­ 
amine and acquaint 
itself with the 
grounds on which the exposition was 
to be held and secure all necessary in­ 
formation in order to report to the 
general assembly what, in their judg­ 
ment, the state should do as her part 
towards the maintenance and holding 
of this exposition, and their plans, ar­ 
guments, suggestions and information 
were to be reported to the next gen­ 
eral assembly following the passage of 
the act, within ten days after the be­ 
ginning of the session of the general 
astern my. 
After outlining the duties of the 
commission, and appropriating >5.000 


be used solely for the officers and ad­ 
m inistration of the affairs of the cen­ 
tennial, and should contain not less 
than 15,000 square feet of floor space, 
and

000.00) dollars.” 
(See same report, p. 
85.) 
This vast sum of m oney was to 
be expended from the treasury of Ohio, 
for the sole purpose of furnishing lux­ 
urious 
accommodations 
to 
Colonel 
Kilbourne aud his commission. 
The report provides further: — 
A building devoted to th e display of man- 
a fre t un** and (be liberal arts, to contain 
n ot less th an 125,000 sq uare feet of door 
surface, and to cost tw o b u n d led thousand 
($200,000) dollars. 
A building devoted to m achinery and the 
display of the m echanical a r ts and power 
to contain not less th an IOO,OX) sq u are feet 
Of surface, and to cost one h u n dred and 
tw e n ty thou san d ($120,000) dollars. 
A building devoted to ag riculture, horti­ 
cu ltu re and floriculture to contain not less 
th a n 00,000 square feet and to coat one 


specific sums named necessary to con­ 
struct the buildings, seem to have this 
In mind, for they close their report 
with the following language: 
"It is the opinion of your commit­ 
tee that this commission will need in 
funds to erect suitably, and maintain 
and equip the buildings 
that 
ma) 
come under their 
jurisdiction 
ain 
care, tue sum of $800,000. all of a hid 
is respectfully submitted.” 
(See same 
report, p. 87.) 
If they needed $800,000 
to furnish aud equip 
the buildings 
that came under their care. it would 
make the total amount recommended 
by Colonel Kiibourne’s commission to 
be taken from the Ohio treasury for 
the purpose of conducting a sentim en­ 
tal celebration, amount to $2,016,500. 
The full scope and operation of this 
project will be better understood if 
the taxpayers of the state take into 
consideration that the exposition It­ 
self was to be under the control of 
and conducted' by a private corpora­ 
tion organized In the city of Toledo, 
and knowu as the “Ohio Centennial 
company.” This corporation was com­ 
posed of stockholders, nearly all resi­ 
dents of Toledo, and organized for the 
purpose of conducting the exposition, 
selling its conettsions and privileges, 
collecting and rweiving its gate re­ 
ceipts aud ail othdr sources of income, 
and also receiving all profits arising 
in any manner whatsoever by reason 
of the operation and continuance of 
the centennial exposition. 
For the purpose of c arrying out the 
plan of the exposition as outlined by 
Colonel Kilbourne's commission, and 
in order to authorize this prix ate cor­ 
poration above referred to, to conduct 
the exposition and exercise other pow­ 
ers. House Bill number 385, by Mr. 
the commission, Griffin, “providing for making an ex­ 
hibit of the natural and artificial pro­ 
ducts of the state of Ohio, and of ob­ 
jects ilustrating its history, progress, 
moral and material welfare and fu­ 
ture development at the Ohio Centen­ 
nial and Northwest Territory exposi­ 
tion” was introduced on the 13th day 
Of February, 1900. 
(See House Jour­ 
nal, 74(h general assembly, page 218.) 
This bill provided— 
First: 
That -the Ohio Centennial 
company, for the purpose of conduct­ 
ing said exposition, shall exert ise and 
m aintain full police power and regula­ 
tions looking to the m aintaining of 
peace and good order, and the preser­ 
vation of the exhibits of this and other 
states and countries, and shall also 
have the right to assign space on said 
exposition ground. 
Second: 
Said company was to have 
bad the right to grant concessions and 
privileges, and charge for the sa m e 
and provide for the exhibition of all 
exhibits of every kind and character, 
except those provided by the stale of 
Ohio. 
Third: 
This company was author­ 
ized to collect and receive all tile gate 
receipts and other sources of income, 
and receive all the profits which should 
arise from the holding of the exposi­ 
tion. 
Fourth: 
Tile centennial commission 
was authorized to expend at once not 
to exceed one million dollars for the 
purpose of making the exhibit for the 
state of Ohio. To secure this amount, 
$5C0.00ft was to be appropriated im­ 
mediately out of the state treasury 
and $500,000 in bonds, at not exceeding 
four (4) per cent., were to be issued, 
the proceeds of which, also to be im­ 
mediately available. 
This, then, was the financial phase 
of 
(he Ohio Centennial exposition 
which Governor Nash resisted. 
Tie' 
Kilbourne commission, by the bill pro­ 
posed. wanted a 
million dollars at 
once. 
According to the statem ent of 
their report this was not sufficient by 
half as much again to carry out the 
exposition as projected by it. 
Tin* 
appropriation of a million dollars was 
but an entering wedge for the appro­ 
priation of a million more before the 
exposition was commenced. 
This de- 
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If the recommendations of Colonel 
Kilbourne's commission were carried 
out. the taxpayers of Ohio before they 
would be through with this centennial 
exposition would be charged with two 
and a half times (he above amount. 
The conflict which arose in the leg­ 
islature. resulted in the failure to pacs 
any bill providing for the continuance* 
of die commission, and the represen­ 
tation of Ohio at the exposition. 
The 
friends of the centennial Insisted that 
they .should have “a million or noth­ 
ing.” 
Governor Nash 
insisted that 
$500,000 was an ample and generous 
contribution of the state to an enter­ 
prise of this kind. 
His position has I 
proved unassailable. 
Many of the in­

Governor Bushnell in his last message 
to the general assembly on Jan. I, 
1900, wherein be said: 
"I would re­ 
commend to 
the 
general 
assembly 
that at its session there be appropri­ 
ated the sum of $500,000, to be ex­ 
pended upon a state exhibit, and in 
•uch other ways as meet your views." 
(Governor Bushneli’s message, Jan. I, 
1900, pp. 26-27.) Governor Nash agreed 
with Governor Bushnell, and in his 
inaugural address on Jan. 8, 1900, he 
said: 
“It has been provided that aa 
Ohio Centennial shall be held at To­ 
ledo in the near future. 
It is my de­ 
sire that this celebration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the admis­ 
sion of Ohio into the Union shall be 
made as successful as possible, and I 
join with Governor Bushnell in ask­ 
ing this general assembly to appro­ 
priate the sum of $500,000, to be ex­ 
pended in such manner as may be pre­ 
scribed by you. This sum is as much 
as the state ought to expend in this 
direction.” 
(See Governor Nash s In­ 
augural address, p. ll.) 
In the face of these official recom­ 
mendations, the bill for the appropria­ 
tion of one million dollars was vigor­ 
ously insisted upon by Colonel Kil­ 
bourne and his commission, and it was 
long a subject of contest ta d debate in 
the general assembly. Governor Nash 
m aintained the position taken by his 
predecessor as well as himself, and in­ 
sisted th at but $500,900 should bs *p- 
propriated for th at purpose. 
If the million dollar bill was passed 
It would havs charged upon the people 
of Ohio that amount, and the Interest 
on the bonds, which would aggregate 
$1,090,000. 
This amount would have 
to be collected from the taxpayers of 
this state, and would be levied upon 
the variate counties, according to the 
compilation made by tb s auditor cf 
state, as follows:

The above ex­ 
pense doe* not provide for the cost of 
furnishing, m aintaining and caring for 
the buildings, cor doe* it include the 
expense of executive adm inistration; 
neither does it include the cost of 
transportation and caring for exhibits. 
Tile.commission, .in addition to the ; Allabuta ... H.2A5 
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ed Idea that his business was to pro­ 
tect the finances of the state from ex­ 
travagance, did all that he could do 
to reduce taxation iutead of encour­ 
aging lavish and unwarranted expen­ 
ditures. 'The friends of the centennial 
preferred to decline all favorable leg­ 
islation. based on an appropriation of 
$500,OOO, if they could not get the ex­ 
travagant amount of a million dollars, 
and consequently the legislature ad­ 
journed without passing any such leg­ 
islation. In lite meantime, the general 
appropriation bills had appropriated 
$5oo,tM)0, in accordance with the sug­ 
gestion of the governor, but inasmuch 
as (lie legislature had failed to estab­ 
lish any board or authority to make 
this expenditure, Ute supreme court of 
Ohio afterwards decided that the $500,- 
000 was not aval la tile, for the reason 
that there was no legal agency in ex­ 
istence under the law that was author­ 
ize)! to disburse it. 
So it will 
lie seen that Governor 
Nash, standing by his recommenda­ 
tion, as well aa that of his prede­ 
cessor, and representing the conserva­ 
tive and wise statesm anship which has 
characterized 
his entire adm inistra­ 
tion. deserves the unstinted and un­ 
divided approval of the taxpayers of 
Ohio. The constant localized demands 
after the adjournm ent of the legisla­ 
ture for a re-hearing of the case of (he 
centennial by calling an extraordinary 
session of the general assembly, are 
familiar to tile people of Ohio.

that can be said on this phase of the 
subject has been well stated by the 
governor in the following letter, which 
is self explanatory:

G o v ern or Campbell a s k e d the 
general assem b ly to consider th* municipal 
affairs o f C inciuaatl, which w ert said to 
be in a corrupt condition.

W hether force or Laud have carried 
the Southern states at their elections 
in the last 25 years, it is evident that 
tbs office-holding class, who have pro 
Ated by what has been done, are get­ 
ting mighty anxious lest 
they lose 
their grip 
upon 
their salaries, and 
hcuce, we Bee all along the line in the 
ranks of the Democratic office-holders 
of those states, eagerness 
to 
clamp 
themselves into their positons by state 
constitutions. 
The latest attem pt in 
this lines is that just framed for sub­ 
mission to the people of Alabama, with 
a provision which prohibits a changa 
in representation by an amendment to 
the constitution; that is to say, that 
seeks to tie the hands of the people for 
all time to come from making any 
future change in the constitution it­ 
self. 
The remarkable feature of the 
constitution just enacted entirely by 
Democratic votes,—132 to 12,-—la that 
it hits the poor white man of the state 
as hard as it does the black voter. 
There are in Alabama still a few out­ 
spoken citizens and newspapers that 
point out pretty clearly this rem ark­ 
able phase of the pending constitution, 
and denounce it as it deserved. 
Tbs 
discrimination against the white voter 
who is a poor man pretty effectually 
refutes the claim of the Democratic 
party made in 
the Northern states 
that it is the poor man s friend. 
In 
this eectiou. that party would staud 
no change except by such a claim; but 
the political machinery in the South­ 
ern states it ha** controlled so long, 
irrespective of the wishes of the vast 
boey of voting citizens, permits it to 
do as it may please mere, and to en­ 
act such legislation^as it likes. 
Thus 
the Alabama measure may be takes 
a* a fair gauge of what the Democrats 
would do anywhere if their party had 
tbs power; 
not 
all 
Democrats, of 
Bourse, but the 
office-seeking man­ 
agers, for it Is one of their boasts that 
their party Is the 
same always and 
everywhere, never has changed, and 
never will flange. The Alabama con­ 
stitution proposes to make $300 of pro­ 
perty the main test of suffrage after 
1903, whether a man has it himself or 
has a wife who has i t The Birming­ 
ham Times, among its comments, has 
these caustic expressions: 
“When Kolb was elected governor 
of the state of Alabama in 1892, he 
was elected by white 
men. and the 
Democrats counted him out, and de­ 
vised the £ayer Flection law for the 


purpose of disfranchising, not colored 
men, but white men, in future, and 
18 days only being given in which to 
register did disfranchise many. 
The 
new constitution does not require the 
registrars to give more than one day 
to each beat for registration, and it 
Is natural to presume th at there was 
a purpose in so making the law, and 
that the intention is to have thous­ 
ands to fail to register. 
"W hy should the poor be disfran­ 
chised; and did 
not the same God 
make the rich and the poor? 
“Three registrars in each county can 
perpetrate all frauds they see proper 
without fear of punishm ent 
"The only way the poor and illiter­ 
ate clan save themselves from dlsfran- 
chisment is to go out in mass and vote 
against the new constitution. 
“The Democrats have pretended to 
be the friend of the poor white man. 
but now they say they must disfran­ 
chise him in order to disfranchise the 
negro.’'
